•^ A MESSAGE THAT DIFFERS. 
".In the President's address to Cou- 
fteas y«sterday tiere -was an apologet- 
ic note strangely in contrast with, his 
previous utterances before the joint 
sessions ol;tbe two houses. His words 
failed to arouse anything like-the de- 
gree ot enthusiasm as erjyreased by 
{rea and vociferous 
applause 
upon 


tenner similar occasions. Heretofore 
h» has pressed his views upon Con- 
gress with both boldness and vigor. 
Yesterday he spoke in only mildly per- 
suasive- terms, when not actually beg- 
ging support or pleading extenuation 
for certain of his acts o" administra- 
tion aad official conduct. 


His plea that his presence at the 


peace conference was necessary on 
the ground that it is "my duty to play 
my full.part in making good what they 
(American soldiers) offered their-lives 
to obtain," fails to convince the pub- 
lic and Congress that it is either wise 
or prudent for the Chief Bxecutlve to 
absent himself froE!. the country when 
great problems are pressing for early 
solution at home. 


Even if the peace conference has ac- 


oepted the "14 points" enunciated by 
President Wilson as the bi;sis of peace 
negotiation, the message does' not 
carry .the assurance that by the par- 
ticipation of the President in the con- 
ference the Unlted~States will not de- 
mand precedence iji its claims or con- 
tentions over all other Allies at the 
peace table. 
Neither dews the mes- 


sage concede that the'deciding voice 
in the terms of peace .and the terms 
ot punishment to be inflictc-d upon Ger- 
many shall be accorded to England, 
France, Belgium, Italy ind Serbia, 
who, having fought for self-preserva- 
tion and for civilization :'or two .and 
a hair years before \ve entered the 
struggle, know from bitter experience 
what this war has meant. Instead of 
making clear and specific declaration 
upon these practical phases 
o^C the 


peace conference the message deals 
with Idealistic goneriiitie: and an at- 
tempted justification for the precedent- 
breaking trip of the President and his 
entourage to the scene o£ toe confetti 
ence. 


One of the most significant features 


ot the message is the admission that 
the President has no confident judg- 
ment of his own upon a solution at the 
railroad problem created by the as- 
'snmption of government control dur- 
ing the war. His present attitude in- 
dicates a w«a£ening on t5>e ownership 
and control proposition to which, h« 
earlier gave rather cordial assent, 
which has doubtless been affected by 
the outspoken public demand that 
Btote socialism shall not be allowed to 
fasten itself upon our government. On 
the 
whole 
the message shows a 


ctndied, but perhaps unwilling, regard 
for the return to Congress of its right- 
Jill functions as "the legislative body 
of the nation, in which respect this 
stale document differs most widely 
from those that have preceded it dur- 


- teg the present administration.
